In a list, even tho 
briefest of tho Colonial worthies, nota- 
ble official characters, clerical lenders; 
and individual personages of mark aio 
Buoh names now represented »t tho 
present day as Arnold, Bull, Blscistone, 
Coddlugion, Clarke, Fennor, Greene, 
Helme, Holden, Potter, Young, Ward 
and Sherman and many others. 


We cm particularize in this brief, 


rapid,' superficial sketch bnt a few, 
though worthy of a longer review, t torn 
thaouuet tbe clergy were He leaders 
and the founders of the Colony. That 
1-emarkable man, Roger Williums, was 
a clerg[man and a true Welshman; ar- 
dent, Botive, pure nud honorable, saga- 
oions and tolerant; establishing the flrit 
civil government which- w»i founded 
on Toleration ss its basis. 


The Roman Catholic Colony of Mary- 


land was the earlier, but almost con- 
.temporary rival ol her Baptist sister, 
under the truly micninimoui gover- 
nance of the enlightened Baltimore 
family. This notable faot has been re- 
cognized with applause by every Amer- 
ican hislorian of our annals. Among 
the clergy ol the Colonial era and that 
ol the Revolution, the reprejentetivea 
of the Anglican church and of the Pu- 
ritans 
equally claim attention. The 


churchman will doubtless eive the 
preference to tbe great names of Berk- 
eley and Seabury, while members of 
other communions look to Styles acd 
Hopkins aud Williams as their favorite 
tb.eolrgi.ins. 


Ezra Styles, tho scholar and Presi- 


dent of Vale College, was for many 
years pastor of a congregation in New- 
port, a* was also Samuel Hopkins, the 
fouuder of the sect, tbathearshls name. 
The amiable characterof the good Dean 
(while residing at Newport) ',he acute 
metaphysician and sazacioui philan- 
thropist, tie all accompliihed scholar 
and writer, and the ideal Biihop of the 
English Horace, is particularly dear to 
Newport and to every American cbuicb- 
man; while the venerable name acrj 
fame ol. the fi.-st American Bishop ol 
Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, the 


father ot the Protestant 
Episcopal 


church in the United 
Slates, her 


ttauncb, learned and devoted bead is 
to be rinke 1 with bis illustrious prede- 
cessor, though their careers were sep- 
arated by almost a century.

"The strangest Island in tbo world," 


said Captain M. J. Healy, of the United 
States steamer 
Bear, 
recently, "la 


Kings Island, 2,500 miles northwest of 
Ban Francisco, Cal., and 120 miles off 
tbo co.isi of Siberia. 


"It lies almost In the middle of Ber- 


ing Straits, almost equidistant from 
the Asiatic nnd American shores. It Is 
inhabited by 186 of tho queerest people 
I ever set eyes upon. The Inhabitants 
comprise men, women and children of 
all nges, anil besides these there aro 
.numerous dogs of all degrees except 
high. 


"The Island Is little more than a 


rock rising out of the storm-tossed wa- 
ters of the ever-turbulent straits. It 
Is about a mile long and halt a rnllo 
wide, and Its sides are EO precipitous 
that they aro like cliffs. 


"Almost In (he middle of the Island 


and at tbe south side is an Indenta- 
tion made by the rushing waters. This 
is expanded Into a funnel-llko hole, 
reaching lino the island ami out at the 
top at nn angle approximating fifty de- 
grees. The hole is ISO feet deep, and 
during stormy weather the natives lot 
down a ropo and drag up the seals, 
walruses and other sea animals which 
they have takon. 


"It Is on thcso animals that the na- 


tives subsist. 


"On the right Bide 
of the 
island 


above IB tho village of tbo Indians. It 
IB a queer towiij whoso miniature 
houses are made of walrus skins 
stretched on light frames. Tho ground 
IB so rough that the little skin abodes 
are ranged one above the other, llko 
houses In a mining camp on a moun- 
tain side. In the distance they look 
small and fragile, but they are full of 
people and active as beehives. 


"The Island, although a sort ot Re- 


public In Its government, Is ruled by a 
few medicine men, cnch of different de- 
grees ot importance. 
The medicine 


men hold their positions by their re- 
markable feats of legerdemain. 
Many 


people have gone to see Herrman. and 
Blitz, and have wondered at tho feats 
they have seen them perform. Br'. I 
undertake to say that none of these 
professors of the black art have per- 
formed more marvellous things than I 
havo seon these barbarian medicine 
men do there. 


"For instance, I have seen one of 


these medicine men take a mm and 
lay him on a table and take a big 
knife and stick it right into him to tho 
handle. The man would writhe, turn
